Recently Dr. Stiikenbroeker, of 
the F.B.L, delivered a sermon in 
the Cascade Room. As might be 
guessed from his title, "Thb Man^ 
ace of Communism in the U.S.," 
his speech v/as of a type common 
' in high school oratory contests. It 
differed chiefly by using more 
cliches than the most unimagina 
tive juvenile. 

He painted a picture of "what 
.would happen in a communist 
America" as viewed from the 
Fourteenth St. Bridge. The .pic- 
ture was grim. One almost forgot 
'that it was pure conjecture and 
rushed to get tlie of six.^^ ,___^ 

Unfortunately he became en-- 
^tangled in syntax and never got 
around to whether communism is 
a real threat to our internal se- 
curity. When questioned, he would 
give neither the number of mem- 
bers nor examples of recent suc- 
cesses in America. Instead he as- 
serted that ^HKe communist, man 
is diabolically clever and exceed- 
ingly strong.'' By representing

The aim of his speech «was to 
expose the Red threat in the U.S.;

as a result of which individuals convicted of murder charges can be 
expected to successfully obtain new trials.

I wanted, to, call to yoiir attention the exceptionally fine work, done 
by the above-mentioned Supervisor ins^lhis section, last week in connection 
with a series of speaking engagements in the Midwest. On October: 30th' he 
gave three speeches and participated, in two panel forums at Steubenville, 
Ohio. Some 2, 500 people were, present in. different groups addressed. 

On November 1st he gave a speech at Marion College, Marion, 
Indiana. On November 2nd he Bp.ent:the entire day at Knox College, in 
Galesburg, Illinois, where he gave four differ ent speeches as well as 
participate in a.radio interview. One of the speeches at Knox College involved 
a "coffee, talk, "which is quite a, tradition at the school. Dean Acheson, the 
former Secretary of State^recehtly appeared at:1his. t'cbff ee talk" and drew 
the largest student attendance up to that time*. The attendance at SA Stukenbroeker 
talk, however, so far exceeded that of D'edti Acheson's talk that.it was necessary 
to moye the group to a larger room. Some 200 students and faculty members 
were in- attendance. SAC Gibbons at Springfield, by.letter of November 3rd, , 

advised, in detail concerning the exceptional performance of SA Stukenbroeker 1 

at Knox College and particularly at the "coffee, talk. " Chie Professor, who is j 

hostile to the FBI, had "planted" so-called "embarrassing" questions on 
various students with the result that the entire "coffee talk" consisted primarily 
of answering hostile questions. SA Stukenbroeker took liie whole thing in stride 
and strenuously defended, the Bureau at every turn. SA Stukenbroeker and 
SAC Gibbons both believe that, despite the above, much good was. done and that 
tiie entire program at Knox CoUege was very worthwhile indeed. On the 
following day at Clarke College, in Dubuque, Iowa, SA Stukenbroeker gave one 
speech,v participatied in aiifteen minMe radio interview and. then appeared at 
a two-hour discussion period before, the student body. He, did not have an 
opportunity to leave the campus until 11:30 p. m. 

It is, felt that this rather strenuous week on the part of SA Stukenbro'eker 
was well'Spent and' that he did a, world of gooddrilthe handling of these speeches.

He-has the ability to engage in volvininous and detailed research 
and then to correlate his research findings and express the results in clear and , 
concise language. He displays exceptional judgment in all facets of. the. detailed 
research work which he hancUes. 

Itis^ of, interest.to review briefly Special Agent Stukenbroeker's record 
since his last efficiency report was submitted. He was commended November 17, 
1961, on the .excellence ot the Seminar on Communism in which.he participated 
at Steubenville, Ohio. 

On November 14, 1961, SA Stukenbroeker was commended on his fine 
performance in a. recent series of speaking engagements in the Midwest on the 
subject of commiinism. 

Under date of October 4, 1961, he was commended on the superior 
work he did in preparing a comprehensive. study outline on "Masters of Deceit. " 
The outline was over one himdr ed pages in .length. 

SA Stukenbroeker \7as commended September 12, 1961, on his .splendid 
work in preparing material on communism which was later put on tape and which 
to date has been heard by some five million people.

As noted aJDOve, SA Stukenbroeker has given numerous.speeches 
on ,the Bureau's work and on the.subject of comnumism. He. spoke before 
approximately 2, 000, girl students at Mississippi State College ior Women 
in the late fall. A school official^ in commenting.on SA Stukenbroeker !s speech, 
made the following statement: 

"Dr* Fern C. Stukenbroeker; visited our canapus and .talked to 
the entire student body, 1769 young ladies, and gavjB what we. believe 
is one of the. finest talks ever given in this institution. The students 
appreciated his talk so much that applause continued until he was 
forced :to take a ,bow. This is a most^unusual^ expression by the 
student body for a person who makes a.speech anddbes not, attempt * 

to entertain. He also visited and spoke- to sev^eral of the classes 
in history and in political science. " 

Oh November^2, 1961, SA Stukenbroeker* spoke at Knox College, 
Galesburg, Illinois^on several occasions. One;speech involved a-"coffee talk" 
which is quite a tradition at.the school. Former Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
appeared on this same .platform, prior to November 2nd and. drew theiargest 
attendariceup to that time. ' It is interesting to note that the group hearing 
SA Stukenbroeker wasf far; larger, eyen than that which^heard Acheson arid it was 
necessary to move.the, program to a .larger ^oom. One professor, who is;hostile 
,to the FBI,, had "planted^'^sp-called ^"embarrassing" questions on various students 
with the. result that. the entire program consisted, priniarily of answering hostile 
questions. SA Stukenbroeker^took the jwhole thing in stiride arid did a .magnificent 
]Ob;in explaining and .defending the. Bur eau^s policies. 

After SA Stukenbroeker 's speech in Cincinnati during June, 1961, 
SAC Mason advised:the-Director that he "need never have any_ fear. nor vconcern

regarding this man's (Stukenbroeker's) ability to represent the Bureau in a 
highly creditable fashion; ffis platform. poise is excellent. Enimciation 
perfect. Voice modulation has superior qualities. He used force and "vdgor 
and made a masterful presentation. " 

SA Stukenbroeker spoke before theCivitan Club in Memphis .several 
months ago and word was received .through an influential newspaper contact 
that the rising Qvation given SA Stukenbroeker at the conclusion. of his speech 
was the first time that any speaker had ever received similar treatment before 
this particular group. 

The only official criticism this Special Agent has received during 
his entire Bureau career was contained in a letter of January 4, 1962, wherein 
the date "January 10, 1962" was inadvertently listed as "January 10, 1961, " 
and a.letter dated November 16, 1960, pertaining to a delay in handling an 
official commimication. 

The Director's evaluation of this Special Agent -in .1949 was certainly 
correct. ISr. Hoover said at that time: "This man.shoiild be kept in mind. 
He has an excellent background, did a. fine job on the speech and if properly 
guided and given the opportunity should be most valuable on preparation of 
material for -public use. " 

RECOMMENDATION: 

In view of the far above-average contribution which this Special i^ent 
has made and is making to ihe Bureau's over-all program, in view of the fact 
that he has-been in Grade;GS- 14 for almost ten years and because of the. highly 
specialized nature of this^Agent's duties, it is recommended that he be 
consider edrfavorably for reallocation to Grade?GS,-15 at, this time.

He has 
compiled an exceptional record as/a SpecialJ^eht attached ,to the- Crime Research- Section 
of the Crime Records Division. Hevhasbeen exceptionally able in the field of research 

I and in .that of handling speaking enigagements. An example of his researches set forth in 
'the- February 19, 1962, issue of the. "American^ Bar Association. Journal" which contains 
on page 117 the Director' s^article: »'Shall;it be Law or Tyranny? '' This' article has 
received excellent nation-wide response. He has also handled numerous, speaking engage- 
ments, inany of them of a delicate nature. In an excellent fashion. Oyer the; years he 
.has.proven.himself to be: a. top notch specialist in his field. He.has only been censured 
on two occasions, the Mest being January' 4, 1962, for an error in correspondence. 
His file, is replete\with letters of ^commendation, the.; latest dated November 17, 1961, for

In addition, the Director 
agreed to personally record a shorter statement on communism to be utilized 
throughout the country by organizations participating in the All -American Conference 
to Combat Communism. The Director recorded these two tapes on July 9, 1962. 

Based on his extensive educational background, personal study, and 
experience in handling public appearances as a Bureau speaker on the subject of com- 
munism, Special Agent Stukenbroeker was responsible for the comprehensive and 
I detailed research necessary in connection with thie preparation of the above-mentioned 
[statements on communism. The statement which the Director recorded for youth groups 
and the general public is 18 minutes in length and is. an outstanding, example of precise 
thinking and language in regard to a very complex and complicated subject. The 
statement very emphatically answers two vital needs in this particular era: (1) It 
constitutes a sharp and emphatic alert to the public, especially youth groups, to the 
very danger of communism. (2) More importantly, it emphatically presents a positive 
program of action in simple terms which can be understood and carried out. In addition 
to being, a much-needed call for action in the midst of the hysteria caused by faulty 
thinkers and commercial exploiters today in regard to communism, this compact 
statement sets, forth for the youth of the country as well as the citizens of the Nation a 
code of citizenship and basic tenets of personal conduct. 

This project was designed as a counterattack to the conmiunist propaganda 
campaign presently focused on the youth of the country. It is felt that as a result of the 
Director's astute observations in this field and his eminent position as the arch 
opponent of communism and subversion, this statement will become a feature item in 
extensive demand throughout the country. Among the foremost immediate plans for the 
widespread dissemination of this recording by the Director As a-tei^^^?scheduling on 
the "Monitor" radio program of the National Broadcasting. Company. 

At this time the crystalization of public opinion in, regard to the menace of 
communism is an absolute necessity. These public statements by the Director will 
prove to be most important instrimients in centering clearly and cogently public 
attention and citizen response. For his outstanding efforts in connection, with the 
bacfe^round research and contributions in the preparation of these, statements, it is 
considered that Special Agent Stukenbroeker merits consideration, for an incentive 
award.

In continuing my employment in the Federal Bureau of Investigation, United States Depart- 
ment of Justice, I hereby agree that I will be governed by the following provisions. 

1. That the strictly confidential character of any and all information secured by me 
or coming to my attention in connection, directly or indirectly, with my work as an 
employee of, this Bureau, or the work of other employees of which I may become 
cognizant, is fully understood by me; and that neither during my tenure of service 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor at any time, will I violate this con- 
fidence nor will I divulge any information of any kind or character whatsoever 

that may become known to me to persons not officially entitled thereto, recognizing 
applicability to me of penalty provisions in case of any violation by me. 

2. That information referred to in Item 1 above includes but is by no means limited to 
information in the interests of the defense of the United States marked "Top Secret," 
"Secret," or "Confidential," and that Department of Justice regulations provide 
specifically for penalty applicable to me for any violation of Executive Order 10501, 
the basic authority for safeguarding such information, as follows: "Any officer or 
employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 

or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employee 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in jthe manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in a delib- 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted." 

I further certify that the conditions specified herein are agreeable to me, and that I con- 
tinue as an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a full knowledge of the con- 
ditions above set forth.

PART I GENERAL COMMENTS 

This Special Agent continued during the rating period 
to handle his duties in a highly satisfactory manner, Mr. Stukenbroeker 
is a specialist and is ideally suited for his current assignment which 
involves detailed research on matters pertaining to communismj^, and 
also the handling of major addresses in this field before representative 
groups throughout the country. He is particularly good before 
educational and school groups but also handles talks before civic 
groups and religious meetings. It is significant that although he 
handled literally dozens of speaking engagements during the rating 
period not one word of adverse criticism was received concerning 
his performance or about the Bureau from an outside source as a 
result of his talks. 

Agent Stukenbroeker has a brilliant educational background, 
an excellent command of the English language and a profoimd knowledge 
in the field of communism. He is most versatile and is able to do a 
top notch research job on any aspect of the Bureau^s work. Regardless 
of the assignment, he can always be depended upon to do a top notch 
job in the shortest possible time.

For more than 20 years Dr, Fern C. Stukenbroeker has 
served the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and during these 
years he has become an expert on communism, both its 
theories and its practices. 

Dr. Stukenbroeker has been a member of the headquar- 
ters staff of the FBI since 1948 and now serves as one of 
the key men on J. Edgar Hoover's staff. He has been desig- 
nated by Mr. Hoover to tour the United States, speaking on 
communism, He has spoken before countless law enforce- 
ment, civic, religious, educational, fraternal and other groups. 

Dr. Stukenbroeker is a native of Missouri and received 
his, elementary and high school education in Missouri and 
Kansas. He received his Bachelor of Science, his Master 
of Arts and his Ph. D. degrees from Washington University 
In St. Louis. 

His work witih the FBI has been primarily In the field 
of internal security, involving investigation of the Communist 
Party, USA, and Soviet espionage, and both as an agent 
assigned to field cases and in a supervisory capacity on Mr.

Bishop Smith has been a Methodist minister since 1920 and has 
a long and distinguished record of service as a pastor, bishop, presi- 
dent of the Council of Bishops, president of the General Board of 
Evangelism and chairman and member of countless boards, com- 
missions' and committees, of the church at all levels through the 
years. 

He has served the church in many foreign lands through his 
work with the Board of Missions and the Council of Bishops. For 
12 years he had visitation responsibility for all of Latin America; 
he had responsibility for Hong.Kong aniFormosa; for the Pacific 
Area, including Peru, Chile, Costa Rica and Panama; has worked 
in India, Burma, Malaya, Japan, Korea; the Scandinavian countries 
and Europe; and he just returned from Australia and New Zealand 
in early 1963. 

Under his leadership the Methodist Church in New Mexico has 
increased 300 per cent; the Indian Mission Conference of Oklahoma 
has increased its membership more than 300 per cent; and the 
Oklahoma Conference has shown an increase of over 75 per cent. 

Bishop Smith is a graduate of Southwestern University and 
Columbia University, studied at Perkins School of Theology, Van- 
derbilt University School of Religion and Union Theological Semi- 
nary and holds honorary doctorates from six colleges and univer- 
sities. 

He has served as a bishop since 1944, all of that time in the 
Oklahoma-New Mexico Area. Bishop Smith is a member of the 
Executive Committee of the World Methodist Federation which 
includes more than 20 million members of the Methodist Church 
and is general chairman of the program committee for the Federa- 
tion's meeting to be held in 1966.

^ In Washington and in' Abilene, we are r , 
minded this week that basically nothing has 
changed in our relationships with "Soviet Russia. 
It is still our enemy. 

The peril of both international and domestic 
^communism holds constant. 
I FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover in his annual 
report for the fiscal year ended June 30 said 
American Communists are operating more open- 
ly than ever in the belief that for the foresee- 
able future they are free from prosecution. 

This strange quirk results from efforts to en- 
force the Internal Security Act of 1950. Two 
top Communists, Gus Hall and Benjamin J, Da- 
vis Jr., have been indicted under this law for 
failing to register as pairty members. t

, Hoover says American Communists are cam- 
paigning for support on college campuses. Lead- 
ers seek speaking engagements, press interviews 
and radio and television appearances, 
jl Coincidentally. a top FBI authority on in- 
ternal security,, Dr; Fern Stukenbroeker, was m 
Abilene delivering the Willson Lectures af Mc- 
Murry College this week. He spoke also at other 
functions here. 

He told the Abilene Kiwanis Club that the 
Communist bloc diplomatic corps is aggressive- 
ly engaged in espionage in the United States. 

Operating separately from the diplomats, the 
party espionage agents also are at work, he said. 

Last week in an interview with the AP, for- 
mer President Eisenhower declared "there is 
no question in my mind that the Communist ob- 
jective of world domination is as firm as ever."
